Knecht Wednesday morntnjf, the latter 
justified his retention oE the 3 per cent, 
representing the fee for collection of taxes, 
by the fact that hl> office is a. constitu- 
tional office, and operating under the old 
fees anA salariea statute which remains 
unrepealed and uriAmended, despite the 
fact that tho revenue law has been amend- 
ed to' abolish the township collector and 
mieclflcally atatea that ttie taxes in full 
shall be paid over to the officers duly con- 
stituted to receive them. 


Vnder the fcea and salaries act, Mr. 
Knecht point out, the collections of hit! 
office are designed to pay the expenses 
of that office, the residue, if any, being 
turneel Into the county fund. He also stat- 
ed that a year ago he obtained an opin- 
ion from Attorney General Bruntiage, in 
which the latter declared the county cot- 
lector should retain for hie office 2 per 
cant on all taxes collected. Under this act 
and this opinion o£ the attorney general, 
Mr. Knccht declared he would continue 
to retain the 2 per cent collection fee 
for till office, 
until the courts decreed 


otherwise, or the county board directed 
him to turn it over to tho various officers 
dcxigniLtcd to receive it. 


Mr. Knecht stated it to be hi* opinion 


that the frnmer of the amendment td the 
revenue law Intended the full amount of 
the taxes should be so turned over, but 
In view of the provisions of the fees and 
salaries act and the opinion ol Attorney 
General BrundaEre, he believed his posi- 
tion in tho matter is right, despita the 
lact that the city haa an opinion from Mr. 
Brundagp, directly 
conflicting with 
Ilia 


former opinion and stating that the full 
amount should be turned over. 
Ho stated that ho believed the city of 


Shelbyville and the other towns of the 
county that are contemplating court action 
tr> recover tho money from the county col- 
lector, could obtain their end with lies 
trouble by appealing to the oounty board.
